Martin said the budget Con- 
gress receives from the White 
House in advance of Eisenhower's 
inauguration next month will be 
‘a Truman budget—not really a 
Republican budget.”

Peace Problem Discussed. 


After yesterday’s Eisenhower- 
MacArthur conference at the 
Manhattan home of John Foster 
Dulles, Secretary of State-desig- 
nate, the two five-star generals 
told reporters they had discussed 
the problem of winning peace in 
Korea and the rest of the world. 

The luncheon get-together at 
the four-story Dulles town house 
resulted from a MacArthur speech 
here Dec. 5. MacArthur said then 
there is “a clear and definite so- 
lution to the Korean conflict.” 

Eisenhower, who had _ just 
completed a three-day inspection 
of the war zone in Korea in 
search of a formula, sent a mes- 
sage to MacArthur frem aboard 
a cruiser.in the Pacific that he 
would like to confer with him. 
MacArthur promptly accepted the 
invitation. 

The meeting yesterday was ar- 
ranged by Dulles, who sat. in. 

When it was over, neither 
Eisenhower nor MacArthur said 
‘in their brief statements whether 
they were in agreement on a 
eourse to follow in Korea.

Huge Air Raid Siren Deafens 
Testers, Breaks. Up Experiment 


An air raid siren test conduct- 
ed by the St. Louis Office of 
Civil Defense went along on 
schedule today until a 7 siren 
manufactured by the Chrysler 
Corp. cut loose with a blast that 
momentarily deafened everyone 
within a quarter of a mile. 

Testers standing at distances of 
20 and 100 feet from the siren, 
said to be the largest in the 
world, were so busy to 
shut out the sound by placing 
their fingers in their ears that no 
one was able to start the record- 
ing mechanism. Only a group 
standing one-half mile away was 
able to get the wail on record. 

The test, which was conducted 
by E. F. Heins of Seuthwestern 
Bell Telephone Co. and G. W. 
Swenson Jr. and David Winter, 
associate professors of electrical 
at Washington Uni- 
versity, began with a small siren 
manufactured by the. Federal

NATO CUTS BASES 
FUND 10 ABOUT 
HALF OF AMOUNT 


Meeting, Vote $239,- 
600,000—Briton to Be 
Boss in Mediterranean 
if War Comes. 


(Related Stories on Page 1B). 


PARIS, Dec. 18 (AP) — The 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion nations agreed today to spend 
$239,600,000 in 1953 for airports 
and other solid defenses against 
Soviet aggression. This is just a 
shade more than half of the $428,- 
000,000 which Gen. Matthew B. 
Ridgway, Supreme Commander in 
Europe, had outlined as the “mini- 
mum” to provide security. 

Rene Pleven, French défense 
minister, said the reduced figure 
was agreed upon by the NATO 
Council today, after a four-day 
debate. The money voted will pro 
vide enough to begin work on air- 
ports and other long term proj- 
ects as soon as weather permits. 

Decision on the final figure was 
taken a few hours before the 
projected conclusion of the meet- 
ing, called to get ihe 14 member 


natinons to vote all the money 
they could afford. 

The Council decided to meet 
here again next spring. No date 
was fixed, but the meeting is 
expected to be held after a pro- 
jected meeting of President-elect 
Eisenhower and Prime Minister 
Churchill of Britain in Washing- 
ton. 

Mediterranean Command. 


Field Marshal Viscount Alex- 
ander of Britain, meanwhile, an- 
nounced that “in time of war” 
Admiral Mountbatten will 
be boss of NATO's Mediterranean 
naval and air forces. 

Alexander, Britain’s Minister of 
Defense, told a news conference: 
“While the United States Sixth 
Fleet is not now under the new 
Mediterranean command, the new 
commander-in-chief will be re- 
sponsible for co-ordinating the 
activities in time of war of the 
American fleet with 
other naval and air units operat- 
ing in the Mediterranean.” 


This was the first public an- 
nouncement on just how much 
authority the new Mediterranean 
naval commander-in-chief will 
have. The NATO ministers last 
Tuesday approved both the set- 
ting up of the new naval com- 
mand and the appointment by 
Britain of Lord Mountbatten. 

The NATO communique had 
distinguished between the respon- 
sibilities of Mountbatten and 
United States Adm. Robert B. 
Carney, who commands both 
NATO’s southern command and 
the United States Sixth Fleet in 
the Mediterranean. 

Calculated Risks. 


The NATO statesmen met in 
the shadow of hard times over 
Europe, an economic slowdown 
which led them to take what their 
military advisers believe to be 
calculated risks. Among them 
were: > 

1. A broad decision to scale 
down army, air force and naval 
goals for the coming year. The 
advisers had wanted the equiva- 
lent of 75 standard size divisions 
under arms by the end of 1953; 
now they will have to settle for 
about 60. 

2. An attempt to modernize 
gradually their weapons over the 
next few years, slowly getting rid 
of out-dated planes, guns and 
tanks and concentrating also on 
guided missiles and atomic bombs 
and shells. 

3. A cut of the $428,000,000 
proposed construction program. 

Ridgway has repeatedly de- 
clared that his fighting forces 
are short of airports, radar 
screens, communications net- 
works and naval port facilities.

But the NATO ministers con- 
cluded, a spokesman said, that 
“the risk of aggression had to be 
balanced against the danger of 
internal collapse.”

With 
the increase in the number of vet- 
erans, there seems to be ne end in 
sight for the number of persons 
whose care in illness will be paid 
for by the Federal Government.” 

Treatment of Veterans. 

The new plan, he said, would 
reduce the number of persons 
who now “lean on the Federal 
Government for the entire cost 
of their medical care,” .by making 
it unnecessary for many veterans 
to enter veterans’ hospitals at 
Government expense for treat- 
ment of ailments not connected 
with their military service. 

“With the present payment 
system, it would take an awful 
lot of courage for a member of 
Congress to propose tighter rules 
for admission to veterans’ hospi- 
tals,” Dr. Graham said. “The 
veterans’ organizations would 
descend on him like a ton of 
bricks. 

“But Congress could tighten 
these rules, especially if it had the 
support of a strong permanent 
health commission and a national 
department of health, if there 
were a national health program 
through which they could obtain 
medical care by prepaying all or 
part of the-cost themselves.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18—A 
middle-of-the-road national health 


program, which would cost a bil- 
lion dollars a year when in full 
operation; was proposed today by 
the President’s Commission on 
the Health Needs of the Nation. 


In a report to President Tru- 
man after a year of study, the 
commission recommends a plan 
which goes beyond the position 
of the American Medical Associ- 
ation but stops short of “social- 
ized medicine.” In a way it is a 
compromise between the opposing 
views. 

The major proposal is for a 
co-operative federal-state pro- 
gram to assist in the financing of 
personal health services. Admin- 
istration would be handled by the 
states, which would receive fed- 
eral grants-in-aid. Voluntary pre- 
payment plans such as Blue Cross 
are strongly indorsed. 

Under the proposal, persons 
who could afford it would meet 
their.awn doctors’ bills on a pre- 
paid basis, if they wished to join 
the Government-sponsored pro- 
gram. The federal. and state 
governments would chip in to pay 
part or all of the costs of persons 
who could not afford to join the 
prepaid plans, 

Individual membership would 
be voluntary and states wculd be 
free to participate or stay out. 
Patients would be allowed to 
choose their doctors and phy- 
sicians would be unfettered in 
— practice, the report prom-

Seven Recommendations. 


On the assumption that a num- 
ber of population groups simply 
do not have the means to buy 
health protection, the commis- 
sion makes the following recom- 
mendations: 

1, That the principle of pre- 
paid medical insurance be ac- 
cepted as the most feasible 
method of -financing the costs 
of medical care. 

2. That the present prepay- 
ment plans be expanded to 
provide as much health service 
te as many as possible. 

3. That a federal-state pro- 
gram be established to assist in 
the financing of personal health 
services.

Extension of the proposed Dan- 
fel Boone expressway to join the 
Third street inter-regional high- 
way was recommended last night 
by the City Plan Commission. 

Completing its studies of the 
Elliott Plan for urban express- 
ways, the commission approved 
the Daniel Boone route east of 
Grand boulevard through the cen- 
ter of the city, but stressed the 
necessity for its extension and 
suggested two other modifica- 
tions. 

Under the present plan, the ex- 
pressway will divide into two sec- 
tions east of Grand, with both 
sections ending at Eleventh street. 
Their extension to Third street 
would link the mid-town Daniel 
Boone route with the Mark Twain 
and Ozark expressways to the 
north and south. 

The Third street highway, run- 
ning from Walnut street to Wash- 
ington avenue, ultimately will 
connect the Mark Twain and 
Ozark routes. 

Boone Route. 

The Daniel Boone expressway, 
centermost of three proposed by 
Col. Malcolm Elliott, is planned 
to begin at Highway 40 west of 
Brentwood boulevard, following a 
route east through Clayton and 
University City and entering St. 
Louis west of Skinker boulevard. 

From there, the highway will 
run generally along the northern 
boundary of Forest Park, inter- 
secting Grand at Forest Park 
avenue. East of Grand, the south- 
ern section will follow Clark ave- 
nue, with the northern section 
proposed for Franklin avenue. 

The commission suggested re- 
locating the northern leg along 
Cole street, to preserve commer- 
cial frontage on Franklin and 
lower cost of acquiring a rightr 
of-way. Also recommended was 
expansion of the southern section 
from four to six lanes. 

If the Daniel Boone and Third 
street routes are not connected 
_ the. commission members said, 

heavy traffic will be discharged 
at Eleventh street in the congest- 
ed downtown area. -

struction cost of the highway. 

Bartholomew said a “more pri- 
mary need” is a north-south dis- 
tributor route connecting the 
three expressways already _ pro- 
posed. Such a route has been 
suggested for the vicinity of 
Twentieth street. 

Charges Obstructionist Tactics. 

William C. Bernard, chairman 
of the commission’s streets and 
traffic committee, said no evi- 
dence has been presented that 
the split route will increase con- 
struction cost. “Coming at this 
late date, the letter constitutes 
obstructionist tactics,” he de- 
clared, 

The plan commission now has 
indorsed all elements. of the 
Elliott program lying within the 
city, but has suggested a number 
of specific changes in routes. 

Summing up its opinion of the 
expressway program as a_ whole, 
the commission said the Elliott 
Plan should serve as a géneral 
guide only, with any part of the 
plan “subject to possible modifi- 
cation by continuing detailed 
study,” : 

Priority Projects. 

The plan commission has desig- 
nated the expressways and three 
other related projects as priority 
projects and has said they should 
be started immediately.

MISSOURI QUAIL 
NEED ‘SALAD,’ SAYS 
SHAW’S GARDEN 


Missourians concerned over the 
winter welfare of quail, the 
State’s No. 1 game bird, were ad- 
vised today to see to it that the 
birds can find plenty of “winter 
salad.” 

Unless quail get their “salad” of 
hardy plants, they may die of 
visceral gout, also called nutri- 
tional roup, Louis G. Brenner, 
assistant manager of the Gray 
Summit arboretum of Missouri 
Botanical (Shaw’s) Garden, re- 
ported in its monthly bulletin. 

Swollen, watery eyes and blind- 
ness are marks of the vitamin- 
deficiency condition, which shows 
up when winter’s snows and 
sleets blanket the earth, and is 
aggravated by extended periods 
of drouth like that of this fall, 
Brenner said. 

Those who manage county or 
countryside tracts can assure the 
birds of their winter greens by 
letting some fields or end rows 
lie fallow and free of smothering 
sod, Brenner noted. Quail like 


sorrel, clover, chickweed, dande- 


lions, bluets and buttercups.

Dr. Oldberg said surgeons “had 
to make a choice” during the 
operation and that Rodney Dee 
was given the benefit because he 
showed the greater chance for 
ultimate survival.

Asked whether he thought the 
incoming Eisenhower Administra- 
tion would be receptive to the 
report, Dr. Magnuson leaned back 
in his chair. He said he didn’t 
know. 

“My function is not promot- 
ing,” he said. “My job was to 
get information and set it down. 
We've taken most of the heat out 
of the subject, I think, and have 
thrown light on it. I’m not go- 
ing to try to push anything down 
anyone’s neck. : 

Can’t Be Done in Hurry. 

“I should say one thing about 
our proposals, however. It will 
take 25 years to develop the fa- 
cilities and personnel to put thera 
into full effect. If we had 10 bil- 
lion dollars to start tomorrow it 
would not help a bit. If anyone 
thinks it can be done right away, 
he’s crazy.” 

The reasons: 

“Good hospital buildings, for 
example, do not make good hos- 
pitals. It takes brains and in- 
genuity on the inside. Good ad- 
ministrators, for instance, are 
Scarce as hen’s teeth. You need 
an organization —~ technicians, 
hurses, and so forth, as well as 
doctors rnd efficient facilities.” 

There are three phases to 
health, Dr. Magnuson said, pre- 
vention, cure and rehabilitation, 
mention of which brought him to 
matters in which he is particu- 
larly -interested. 


Prevention of Disease. 

“Not much is being done about 
the prevention of disease among 
our 31,000,000 school children,” 
he said, “and you know some- 
thing is wrong when 30 per cent 
of the young men drafted are 
turned down because of disabil- 
ity that might have been pre- 
vented in childhood—such things 
as flat feet, spinal curvature, in- 
cipient diabetes and tuberculosis. 

“T think most people get pretty 
good treatment when they are 
sick, but the important thing is 
to keep them from getting sick. 
And also, after they have been 
sick, it is important to get them 
back to work. There is no one 
to steer a patient back to a job 
or to discuss the matter with an 
employer. Most of the time a 
man who has had a heart attack, 
for example, is scared to death, 
but he often can actually do sev- 
eral times what he thinks he can.”

Industry is already fighting 
back. In the last session, Congress 
was persuaded to amend the 
Walsh-Healey Act, which gives the 
Secretary power to fix labor stand- 
ards on Government contracts, by 
providing for court review of his 
orders. 

It is against this background 
that labor is interpreting Senator 
Taft's. outburst . against LEisen- 
hower’s choice of a Secretary of 
Labor without prior consultation 
with him. 

In naming an AFL _— union 
president, Martin Durkin, ‘as 
Secretary of Labor, Eisenhower 
has chosen a man committed in 
principle to the so-called all- 
American wage pattern, Dur- 
kin is not an extremist, but he 
is unlikely to go back on the 
whole philosophy of union 
labor. 

Taft is more than the leader 
of the Republicans in Congress; 
he is the leader of the coalition 
which has dominated legislative 
action during the Truman second 
term. He understands, labor 
leaders believe, why and how the 
Secretary of Labor, for all the 
whittling away of his functions, 
is still important to the economic 
picture, 

It is not accidental, labor cir- 
cles think, that the Eisenhower 
advisers—Gov. Sherman Adams 
and Herbert Brownell — who 
cleared Durkin are from New 
Hampshire and New York rather 
than from the Taft faction which 
has made common eause with 
the South.

Problems of Loyalty 


The last month of the Truman Administration . 


is producing a series of moves all related in 
one way or another to the question of national 
security in a world under totalitarian threat.

State Department consultant on Far Eastern 
. affairs, on seven counts of perjury alleged to 
have been committed in his -enegem Dag 
fore the Senate Internal Security su 
mittee, headed by Senator McCarran. 
Mr. Truman’s directive for fullest co-opera- 


" tion in guaranteeing the loyalty of United States 
- personnel at the U.N. can be indorsed without 


the slightest reservation. The American people 
have every right, as well as reason, to require 
complete trustworthiness of this country’s rep- 
resentatives on the U.N. staff—or any other in- 
ternational meeting ground. 

The problem is to establish the identity of 
any personnel who actually are disloyal, so they 
can be removed, without harming innocent in- 
dividuals, Dragnet operations would inevitably 
reflect on the good reputations and loyalty of 
many fine citizens. ws 

What is required is a careful and quiet 


‘process of investigation and honest confronta- 


tion, followed by removal whenever. justified.

Mr. Vincent’s suspension is the latest turn 
in a long series of official acts with respect to 
a career diplomat who has approximately 28 
years of service in his record. As recently as 
last Feb. 19, Mr. Vincent was “completely 
cleared” on both loyalty and security counts 
by the State Department’s own loyalty and se- 
curity review board. 

It was then that he was returned to his post 
at Tangier with a letter affirming the State 
Department’s “full confidence and best wishes,” 
but alse adding that the loyalty clearance would 
receive a “post-audit review” by the Civil Serv- 
ice Commission’s board. 

This latter board, headed by Hiram Bingham, 
former Republican Senator from Connecticut, 
does not find Mr. Vincent guilty of “disloyalty,” 
and expressly states that it does not do so. It 
does, however, come to the conclusion that 
“there is reasonable doubt” and so recommends 
his dismissal. : 

The board says that it does not accept or 
reject the testimony of Louis Budenz that Mr. 
Vincent was “under Communist discipline.” In 
view of this, it must be assumed, in the public 
acceptance of the board’s decision, that the 
board acted on information which it has not 
revealed.

{ The Post-Dispatch believes: that in cases such 
as this, in which the loyalty of a citizen, and 
particularly a State Department employe, is 
called into question, every pogsible scrap 
of evidence should be made public. The only 
reason for withholding. the basis of a recom- 
mendation for dismissal on the grounds of 
dubious loyalty should be clear endangerment of 
security. 

As for the indictment of Mr. Lattimore, that, 
as we said yesterday, makes the Johns Hopkins 
University faculty member an accused person in 
federal court. It does not convict him. The 
charges’ are that he perjured himself. His guilt 
or innocence on this score will now be the sub- 
ject of trial, with accusers, witnesses and an 
opportunity for refutation. Mr. Lattimore should 
not be pre-judged and all who believe in fair- 
ness will be careful to remember that in the 
United States an accused person is innocent 
until proved guilty.

Recent reports from Indochina indicate that 
the French are under increased pressure from 
the Communist Vietminh.

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America’s New Brand of Humor 
From The Washington Post 


It seems that four members of the staff 
of Punch, the famous British humorous 
weekly, are now in the United States on 
some errand or other and while here will 
take the opportunity to make a profes- 
sional study of the kind of humor preva- 
lent in this country. 


We very much hope that their findings 
will be incorporated into some kind of re- 
port and published. It has been a rather 
commen observation that the British have 
a hard time understanding the point of 
American jokes, and vice versa; and it is 
fohdly believed by many that this repre- 


_sents some profound psychological differ- 


ence between these two great divisions of 
the world. 


A familiar theory is that where English 
humor tends to litotes, or 


the whole of American life and culture. 


Thus Mr. Bird seemed to imply, without 
actually saying so, that American jekes 
just have to be stupendous and breath- 
taking, like American mountains, movies, 


and twisted coaches and the dismembered 
corpses. 

Asked what he had deduced from this 
harrowing evidence, he replied: “Val, I 
say to myself, ‘This bane one hal of a way 
to run a railroad.’” 

This might pass as an American exam- 
ple of litotes. Or again it could be inter- 
preted as a reflection of the pragmatic 
American genius. As any rate, it depends 
for its effect not on exaggeration but on 
a kind of calculated anticlimax. 


The truth is: There is no longer any 
single tradition In American humor. The 
older rustic tradition applied the principle 
of the reductio ad absurdum to pomposity, 
pretension and affectation. But there is 
also an urban tradition, which has suc- 
cessively reflected German, Irish, Jewish 
and Italian influences, but has now emerg- 
ed as something very distinctively Ameri- 
can. This urban humor, which is replac- 
ing the older humor, is sharp and satiric 
and often cruel. 

It is, perhaps, the quality of bitterness 
in this new American humor that most 
distinguishes it from the best English hu- 
mor, which has more often than not an 
undertone of pathos.

The Wife's Side of the Case 


THE BEST OF HUSBANDS, by Alba de Cespedes: 
translated ¥ Frances Frenaye. (Macmillan Co., 
343 pgs., $3 ' 

The publishers misrepresent this book 
by changing its title from that used by 
the author—“Her Side of the Case.” For 
Aiba de Cespedes is not describing the 
best of husbands—she is telling Alessan- 
dra Corteggiana’s tragic story from her 
point of view. 


Here is love as Alessandra thought it to 
be, knew it, and believed it: here is love 
from her earliest memories until she 
writes from a prison cell where she serves 
her sentence for slaying her husband. 

Alessandra’s first memories are of her 
home in Rome where she lives with her 
sensitive, genteel mother and her gross, un- 
feeling father. The mother, frustrated in 
her passionate love for a young man in 

whose home she tu- 


sandra is sent to live 
with her father’s peo- 
ple in the Abruzzi 
hills. Here she meets 
the only person who 
understands her — 
her grandmother. 
The latter is a 
strong woman, wield- 
ing the hand of au- 
thority over all mem- 
bers of her family. 
But Alessandra can- 

Alba de Cespedes not stay for she does 
not wish to marry the man selected as her 
husband by her grandmother. “ 

The story moves rapidly, telling of Ales- 
sandra’s return to Rome, her acceptance of 
the care of her blind father, her position 
in business, her attendance at the univer- 
sity. At the university she meets Fran- 
cesco, an anti-Fascist professor, and later 
they marry. 

The remainder of the book is the story 
of their marriage. Francesco is the cen- 
ter of Alessandra’s world. She is sensi- 
tive, intelligent, and passionately willing 
to give all things to this man she loves. 
In return she asks understanding which 
she never receives. 

The novel is her side of the story and 
only through her eyes does one see Fran- 
cesco. He is seen as a sincere anti-Fascist, 
deeply involved in conspiracy against the 
Government and physically in danger until 
the liberation of Rome by the Allies. With 
these major crises constantly facing him, 
he appears unable to see any of the mari- 
tal dangers and to be unwilling to listen 
to a discussion of them. 

He is completely incapable of 
standing Alessandra, and she is 
accept the passive role he would 
play. The tragedy of the book 
complete lack of understanding and 
munication between this man and woman. 
Only through Francesco’s death does Ales- 
sandra find peace, and then only because 
she has withdrawn so far from reality that 
her imagined conversations seem more real 
than the reality of living with Francesco. 

There will be those who will say of the 
book that it is just a romantic story of an 
abnormal female. There will be others 
who will say that it is a very sensitive 
picture of a world which culturally places 
men and women into two different pat- 
terns from their birth to their death—a 
world which expeets man to solve the eco- 
nomic, political and social problems but 
which rejects woman's equal participation.

Divided Responsibility

LONDON, Dec. 18—After years 


of reckless neglect, the Kremlin 


has at last become seriously wor- 
ried about the housing shortage 
in the Soviet Union. It is hard to 
sée what can be done about’ it 
short of a major first-priority op- 
eration, which the Soviet leaders 
do not seem inclined to under- 
take. 

The housing shortage in Russia 
has been acute since the Com- 
munist revolution. Even in 1939 
the ‘average living space per per-

pared with 15 to 25 square meters 


'.In most west European countries. 


The war destroyed 6,000,000 
homes. A tremendous effort was 
made to rebuild these, but all the 
time old buildings, long fallen 
into disrepair, were sinking into 
decay. Even the new blocks of 
flats were often so badly built 
that they began to crumble behind 
their facades in the first year of 
their existence. 

Responsibility for housing in 
the Soviet Union is divided be- 
tween the municipalities, the 
trade-unions and the individual 
ministries and trusts, which house 
their own workers in competition 
with each other. Thus, the buck 
is gaily passed from one authority 
to another and all unite in con- 
demning the supply ministries. 

This leads to chaos unknown in 
an unplanned economy. For ex- 
ample, in the industrial town of 
Stalino, more than 50 separate 
building organizations are cutting 
one another’s throats,. getting in 
each other’s way and putting up 
houses with a total disregard for 
town planning. 

The universal rule in the new 
industrial centers in hostels, or 
barracks, for the workers. In these 
hostels, tens of thousands of 
workers have no beds of their 
own, the day shifts sleeping in 
eet beds left empty by the night 
shifts.

NILLER BILLY COOK 
BURIED NEAR JOPLIN 


Private Funeral Held After 
Family Takes Body From 
Oklahoma Town. 


JOPLIN, Mo., Dec. 18 (AP)— 
Badman Billy Cook was buried 
by lantern light last night in a 
weed-covered cemetery’ near here. 

Only 15 persons, mostly rela- 
tives, saw the casket bearing the 
killer of six, lowered into the 
ground next to his mother’s 
grave, 

The ceremony in the little 
Peace cemetery at Lone Elm, 
three miles northwest of here, 
lasted only 10 minutes. 

The body was brought from 
Galena, Kan., to the: Lone Elm 
cemetery on a country-road route 
which skirted the city of Joplin. 
There was no advance announce- 
ment when the funeral would be. 

Earlier yesterday at Comanche, 
Okla., elaborate plans for a pub- 


were quickly called off when 
Cook’s relatives threatened legal 
action. 

An investigation into the han- 
dling of the funeral was prom- 
ised by Ben V. Hunter, secretary 
of the state embalming board in 
Oklahoma City. 

Cook’s attorney, John Connolly 
Jr., said the family was incensed 
by what he termed a “Roman holi- 
day” atmosphere surrounding pub- 
lic display of his body. 

Funeral’ Director Glen Boyd- 
stun, after a telephone conference 
with Connolly and the family, 
sent the body to a funeral home 
at Galena. , 

The body of Cook, who was 
executed last Friday in the San 
Quentin (Calif.) prison gas cham- 
ber, had been viewed by an esti- 
mated 12,000 persons since it 
went on display at the Boydstun 
funeral home Sunday. 

Cook was executed for the mur- 
der of Seattle salesman Robert 
Dewey in the Imperial valley des- 
sert. 
he was in flight after the kidnap- 
ing-murder in ‘Oklahoma of the 
five-member Carl Mosser family 
of Atwood, Ill. He received a 
300-year sentence in Alcatraz for 
the Mosser deaths. 


SNOWS FOLLOW 
GALES IN EUROPE, 
TWO LINERS SAIL 


LONDON, Dec. 18 (AP)—Heavy 
snows covered most of central 
and northern Europe today, but 
moderating winds allowed two big 
trans-Atlantic liners to get under 
way for New York—hours late. 

The 53,329-ton liner United 
States finally sailed from South- 
ampton, more than 20 hours after 
scheduled sailing time, and the 
French liner Liberte left Le 
Havre, France,'10 hours late.

. Fix It Yourself 


’ Reducing Heat Loss Through 
Glass. 


S almost everyone who has 

ever had:to pay a fuel bill 

knows, heat spends a good 
deal of time trying to get -lost. 
It has many devices for getting 
lost and one of them is through 
conduction, Every material that 
if put into a house will conduct 
heat to some degree. Wall and 
floor insulation conducts very 


. little and that’s why we use it. 

Other materials such as glass, 
are very good conductors and if 
you don’t believe us, put your 
hands on a pane of glass when 
the weather outside is good and 
cold. Now more and more glass 
is being used in homes today and 
so the problem is how to prevent 
an unnecessary loss of heat. 

One of the best way to cut 
down heat loss through glass is 
to use special insulating glass. 
This consists of two sheets of 
glass with-a small air space be- 
tween them. The air space acts 
as insulation and prevents heat 
flowing out through the glass. 
Windows of this kind are expen- 
sive but they are worth it, es- 
pecially in the case of picture 
windows. 

Another solution is to install 
storm windows. Here again, an 
air space between the regular 
windows and the storm sash pre- 
vents excessive heat loss. If you 
can’t afford to use regulation 
Storm sashes, sheets of transpar- 
ent plastic tacked over the win-

ANY people lay themselves wide open to illness by the 
M we they live. People quite often treat themselves as 

if they were indestructible. 

Your own health is largely determined by your choice of 
avoiding excesses or indulging in them. 1 

The idea of your being born with a certain fixed potential 
life force is a useful one. While not strictly true, suppose that 
your body cells and organs are built to work well for 90 years 
under the best conditions. 

That. would mean that if you kept in good ph¥sical trim 
by reasonable eating, adequate rest, avoidance of poisons, and 
g0 on, you would have a good life until the age of 90. That 
is, if you weren't run down by a truck, drowned, or killed 
by some germ disease. But very few people lead what, for 
them, is an ideal life in all respects. 
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USING THIS IDEA, when you indulge in bad habits of 
diet for months or slug yourself with all kinds of unneeded 
harmful medicipes repeatedly, you are short-changing yourself 
in terms of a healthful life. 3 

You*are wasting your life force in supporting extra tissue 
when you become fat. This may harm you by bringing on 
diabetes mellitus, high blood pressure, or gall bladder disease. 
Osteoarthritis gets worse when you are fat, improves when 
your weight returns to normal. 

High fevers and the shocks of iliness may shorten your 
life as can emotional orgies. Thus, a high temper may mean 
a short life or an unhealthy one. The means may be peptic 
ulcer, high blood pressure, migraine, or one of the various 
allergies, 

If the body were simply a piece of machinery, this would 
be an entirely true picture. Fortunately, your body constantly 
changes and adapts itself to the new conditions which arise. 
Even so, there are limits to this.

. by any strict code of health rules, you become ill or develop 


a chronic disease. In fact, many diseases are now medically 
called diseases of adaptation, — 

Very probably, people do vary in their life potential or 
limits of adjustment just as they differ in mental ability and 
other aptitudes. You know that each person is not equal to 
every other biologically or mentally. For instance, the “living 
rubber” of some people’s arteries can stand a high blood 
pressure for many years which other people's can't. 

Thus, different people live in health with varying amounts 
of sleep; different eating habits, and different amounts of 
exercise. But most of you know when you are stepping outside 
the bounds of what is best for you. You know because you 
don't feel quite as well or don't perform as efficiently.

Cooking

HE Long Island Duek, by way 
T of bringing you up to date on 

duck lore, is a descendant of 
the Pekin duck and is called a 
Long Island duck because that’s 
where most of the eating ducks 
come from these days. As a mat- 
ter of fact the Long Island duck 
raisers sent some 30,000,000 
pounds of duck out onto the na- 
tion’s. tables last year, which is 
a lot of duck anyway you look 
at it. 

The duck business on Long 
Island dates back to 1873 when 
an enterprising sea captain 
brought some pure strain Pekin 
ducks to New York from China. 
The shores of certain parts of 
Long Island turned out to be an 
ideal habitat for the domestic 
duck and in time duck raising 
became a large and flourishing 
business. 

Through the years the duck 
raisers have learned not only 
just about everything there is 
to know about raising ducks, but 
a thing or two about cooking 
them. How a duck is cooked may 
have a lot to do with how one 
feels about Long Island duck, or 
any duck for that matter. 

The duck breeders and experts 
suggest that a duck be roasted 
like this: Push the skin back 
around the neck and sever the 
neck close to the body. Wash the 
duck inside and out with cold 
water and then dry it thoroughly. 
Because the legs lie so close to 
the body, there is no need to 
truss a duck. 

Some cook books will instruct 
you to prick’ the skin of a duck 
before cooking it, to let the ex- 
cess fat flow out. The Long Island 
experts advise against this. The 
fat will not drip out any faster, 
they say, and if you prick too 
deeply, the meat juices will 
trickle out. : 

Roast the dusk at a moderate 
temperature of 325 degrees. A 
three and a half to five pound 
duck will be moderately well done 
in one and a half to two hours. 
If you like it very well done, 
roast it two to two and a half 
hours. 
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ITH these facts in mind you 
W can go on to the many varia- 
tions of roast duck, not to 
mention the different stuffings. 
It might be well at this point, 
however, to say a few words about 
carving a duck. Many men, who 
have mastered the chicken and 
the turkey, and even the leg of 
lamb, will find themselves 
stumped when confronted by a 
duck.
